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EDITORIAL 


More  than  two  years  ago,  the  Medical  College 
of  Georgia,  together  with  the  city  of  Augusta,  the 
University  System  Board  of  Regents,  and  the  Feder- 
al Housing  and  Home  Finance  Agency,  initiated  an  Ur- 
ban Renewal  Project  which  ultimately  will  make  a- 
vailable  to  the  college  a  large  tract  of  land  for 
expansion  purposes. 

Programs  of  such  magnitude  move  slowly  at 
first,  but  gain  momentum  at  a  rapid  rate.  thus,  the 
Medical  College  project  is  moving  quickly  now,  with 
federal  approval  expected  within  a  matter  of  days. 

It  appears  likely  that  the  first  transfers  of 
land  in  the  urban  renewal  site  will  take  place  be- 
fore the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  and  that  the  first  of 
some  150  families  to  be  relocated  will  have  moved 
from  the  area.  they  will  be  giving  up  sub-standard 
houses  in  a  blighted  section  of  the  city,  and  will  be 
moving  into  homes  which  meet  certain  sanitary  and 
other  requirements, 

An  accumulation  of  hopes  and  needs  as  they  re- 
late to  the  Medical  College  are  about  to  begin  bear- 
ing fruit.  In  the  not-too-distant  future,  the  Found- 
ation and  Alumni  Association  are  quite  likely  to  be 
called  upon  to  help  the  college  make  the  best  possi- 
ble use  of  its  additional  growing  space.  your  support

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STATE  SCHOOL  OF  DENTISTRY 
PROPOSED  FOR  AUGUSTA 


During  late  196 1 , considerable  interest  was  generated 
in  Georgia  concerning  the  possible  establishment  of 

SCHOOLS    OF   DENTISTRY  AND   DENTAL  HYGIENE  TO  BE  AFFILIATED 

with  the  Medical  College  of  Georgia. 

It  has  been  difficult  to  determine  where  the  initial 
stimulus  developed,  but  the  fact  remains  that  the  inter- 
est spread  throughout  the  state  almost  overnight. 

It  resulted,  however,  in  the  appointment  of  a  special 
legislative  subcommittee  charged  with  investigating  the 
needs  and  possible  location  of  such  schools.  the  commit- 
tee, under  the  chairmanship  of  cherokee  county  repre- 
SENTATIVE Carl  Barrett  met  for  two  days  in  December  at 
the  Medical  College  to  hear  testimony  from  both  medical 
and  dental  spokesmen,  invited  to  appear  were  dr.  o'rear, 
Medical  College  President,  and  Drs.  Wesley  A.  Carr  and 
Robert  P.  Repass.  Dr.  Carr  of  Augusta  is  Vice  President 
of  the  Georgia  Dental  Association.  Dr.  Repass,  from 
Athens,  is  President  of  the  Eastern  District  Dental  So- 
ciety, and  Chairman  of  the  state  association's  Dental 
School  Study  Committee. 

The  two  days  of  study  brought  to  light  a  number  of 
pertinent  factors.,  first,  in  order  to  maintain  even  the 
present  dentist-to-patient  ratio  in  the  southeast,  10,000 
new  dentists  will  be  needed  by  1975,  according  to  a  re- 
cent survey  by  the  american  dental  association.  second, 
in  Georgia  there  is  only  one  dentist  per  3,400  people. 
Third,  while  the  Medical  College  of  Georgia  offers  the 
ideal  site  economically  for  a  state  school  of  dentistry, 
the  cost  of  such  a  school  would  perhaps  be  between  $4  to 
$4-  1/2  million.  Fourth,  a  state-supported  school  of  dent- 
istry in  Augusta  offers  the  opportunity  to  share  medical 

and  dental  faci lity  expens es  for  teaching  and  patient  care. 
Fifth,  gathering  an  adequate  faculty  for  both  the  basic 
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science  and  clinical  departments  would  take  several 
years.  Sixth,  development  of  the  school  facilities  could 
probably  take  place  within  a  four-year  period,, 

Following  the  conference  at  the  medical  College,  the 
Subcommittee  members  drafted  a  resolution  to  the  1961 
Legislature  recommending  that  schools  of  dentistry  and 
dental  hygiene  be  established  at  the  medical  college  of 
Georgia  at  the  earliest  feasible  date.  Governor  Vandiver 
added  h  1  s  support  t  o  the  proposal,  but  cautioned  that 
state  funds  were  not  currently  available  for  such  a  pro- 
JECT. 

There,  temporarily,  the  matter  rests.  With  unanimity 
of  agreement  that  the  need  exists  for  new  dental  teaching 
facilities  and  that  the  logical  location  is  augusta,  it  ap- 
pears only  a  matter  of  time  before  the  state  moves  to 
make  it  all  possible.

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NEED  CITED  FOR  STUDENT  CENTER

Students  entering  college  for  the  first  time  at  the 
great  majority  of  schools  in  the  united  states  are  pro- 
vided certain  accommodations  asa  matter  of  course.  these 
include  housing,  recreation  and  social  facilities,  health 
and  similar  services.  provision  of  such  facilities  largely 
is  taken  for  granted. 

The  Student  Union,  Student  Activities  Building,  Stu- 
dent Center,  or  by  whatever  name  it  is  known,  has  become 
a  fixture  on  the  campus  of  virtually  every  college  in  the 
nation,  where  it  serves  as  the  center  for  at  least  a  por- 
tion of  the  students'  education  while  in  college. 

it  is  extremely  difficult  for  a  medical  student  to  un- 
derstand why  such  centers  are  available  for  undergrad- 
uates, and  yet  conspicuously  are  missing  from  the  campus 
of  the  Medical  College  of  Georgia.  On  this  campus,  most 
students  take  breaks  in  the  nearest  available  hallway,  or 
in  crowded  and  inadequate  facilities.  unlike  other  mem- 
bers of  the  general  community,  medical  students  simply 
do  not  have  the  tim e  available  to  use  community  facilities 
which,  at  best,  are  inconveniently  located  off -campus. 
Ideally,  a  recreation-social  center  should  be  easily  ac- 
cessible TO  MEDICAL  STUDENTS  IN  ORDER  TO  CONSERVE  THEIR 
TIME. 

The  University  of  Arkansas  Medical  Center  included 
such  a  Student  Union  in  its  building  program.  Other 
schools,  such  as  alabama,  have  made  similar  facilities 
available  to  students.  the  university  of  mississippi, 
School  of  Medicine,  has  plans  for  construction  of  a  Stu- 
dent Center.   Schools  of  Medicine,  affiliated  with  a  uni- 
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vers  1 ty  and  on  the  same  campus,  have  access  to  the  same 
facilities  available  to  undergraduates, 

At  the  Medical  College  of  Georgia,  there  is  no  Cen- 
ter FOR  THE  STUDENTS,  ALTHOUGH  THERE  HAS  BEEN  RECOGNITION 
OF  SUCH  A  NEED.  AMONG  THE  FACILITIES  WHICH  SHOULD  BE  IN- 
CLUDED in  a  Student  Union  are: 

1.  An  adequate  student  lounge. 

2.  Additional  food  s  e  r  v  i  c  e  s  which  would  include  a 
snackbar  where  students  commonly  known  as  the 
"brown  bag  club"  can  buy  hot  soups  and  drinks  to 
go  along  with  sandwiches  brought  from  home.  the 
school  s  h  o  u  l  d  have  such  a  place,  preferably 
limited  to  students  and  faculty,  where  meals  can 
be  enjoyed  in  reasonable  privacyc  this  would  al- 
low discussions  of  particular  cases  or  situations 
without  fear  that  members  of  patients1  families 
might  be  at  the  next  table. 

3.  Recreation  facilities  to  enable  students  to  keep 
in  good  physical  condition  with  a  minimum  of  time 
involved.  Dr0  Jack  Mohney,  Chairman  of  the  De- 
partment of  Physical  Medicine,  has  pointed  out 
the  great  need  for  an  athletic  installation  which 
would  include  a  gymnas  1um  as  well  as  outdoor 
space  for  softball  and  other  games. 

There  has  been  a  suggestion  that  the  Foundation  take 
interest  in  future  building  programs  of  the  college.  no 
group  should  be  more  sympathetic  to  the  extra-curricu- 
lar needs  of  the  students  than  foundation  members  them- 
SELVES. It  seems  apparent,  therefore,  that  PARTICIPATION 
in  the  development  of  a  student  center  as  outlined  here 
might  be  undertaken  as  a  special  project  of  the  medical 
College  of  Georgia  Foundation.

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CLINICAL  RESEARCH  FACILITY 
NEARS  COMPLETION 


In  May,  1961,  the  Medical  College  of  Georgia  was  a- 
warded  a  sizeable  grant  from  the  national  institutes  of 
health  to  e  s  t  a  b  l  i  s  h  a  clinical  research  facility,,  the 
award  was  unusual  in  that  it  provided  for  hospitalization 
of  patients  who  would  participate  as  subjects  in  various 
investigative  projects. 

previously,  funds  for  investigative  purposes  were 
confined  in  application  to  the  establishment  and  mainte- 
nance of  research  laboratories  and  supporting  personnel. 
Although  the  ultimate  aim  of  these  "project  grants"  was 
to  benefit  man  in  health  and  disease,  paradoxically,  there 
were  no  provisions  for  the  housing  of  homo  sapiens  while 
under  study.  indeed,  such  awards  will  pay  for  rabbits, 
dogs,  cats,  chickens,  animal  room  helpers  and  animal  feed 
while,  by  contrast,  comparable  necessities  for  the  study 
of  disease  in  the  human  are  not  provided  under  the  terms 
of  the  usual  project  grant0thus,  no  funds  had  been  avail- 
able to  pay  for  the  hospitalization  of  patients,  nursing 
care  and  special  research  diets0the  rapid  growth  of  clin- 
ical investigation  has  created  a  need  for  the  hospitaliza- 
tion and  observation  of  human  research  volunteers, 

Several  of  the  more  affluent  medical  colleges  have 
had  such  units  for  a  number  of  years,  the  prototype  being 
the  metabolic  ward  of  the  massachusetts  general  hos- 
pital where  the  renowned  dr0  fuller  albright  conducted 
his  classic  studies  in  endocrinology  and  metabolism0  such 
units,  however,  were  not  only  expensive  but  more  often 
than  not  were  available  to  a  small  handful  of  investiga- 
TORS. In  recognition  of  this  deficiency  in  clinical  investi- 
gation, the  Division  of  General  Medical  Sciences  of  the 
National  Institutes  of  Health  has  instituted  a  program 
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FOR  CLINICAL  RESEARCH  CENTERS.  ALTHOUGH  THE  PROGRAM  PRO- 
VIDES ANCILLARY  LABORATOR 1  ES ,  THE  MAIN  OBJECTIVE  I S  TO  FUR- 
NISH beds.  Funds  for  the  Clinical  Investigation  Unit  at 
the  Medical  College  of  Georgia  were  awarded  under  this 

PROGRAM. 

A  DISCRETE  PHYSICAL  UNIT  WILL  BE  ESTABLISHED  ON  THE 
SOUTH  WING  OF  THE  6TH  FLOOR  OF  TALMADGE  HOSPITAL  WHERE 
RESEARCH,  AND  RESEARCH  ONLY,  IS  CONDUCTED.  PATIENTS  AD- 
MITTED TO  THIS  FACILITY  WILL  NOT  BE  REQUIRED  OR  PERMITTED 
TO  PAY  ANY  PART  OF  THEIR  HOSPITALIZATION  COSTS  OR  PROFES- 
SIONAL FEES.  All  personnel,  including  nurses,  dieticians, 
laboratory  personnel,  ward  aides  and  cleaning  help,  work 
full  time  on  the  unit.  the  elimination  of  transient  per- 
sonnel will  tend  to  minimize  the  number  of  errors  that 
may  subterfuge  carefully  planned  and  painstakingly  con- 
ducted research  projects. 

Grants  for  only  32  such  clinical  research  facilities 
were  awarded  as  of  june,  1  96  1  ,  at  a  first-year  cost  of 
$11,000,000o  now  the  program  has  progressed  to  the  point 
where  it  has  become  necessary  for  the  division  of  general 
Medical  Sciences  toestablisha  separate  section  to 
handle  it0  the  section  has  been  appropriately  called  the 
General  Clinical  Research  Center  Branch  and  is  headed  by 
Dr0  Sam  Silbergeld  who  has  played  a  leading  role  in  its 
development  from  the  beginning,,    overall  responsibility 

IS    UNDER   THE  AEGIS   OF   DR0    Go    HALSEY  HUNT,    CHIEF   OF  THE 

Division  of  General  Medical  Sciences.  Placement  of  the 
program  in  this  general  division  is  no  accident,  for  it  was 
the  aim  of  the  nihto  make  these  facilities  multicategor— 
1cal  and  mult1disc1pl1nary,  it  is  hoped,  thereby,  that 
clinicians  in  the  various  specialties  and  the  basic  scien- 
tists, by  close  collaboration,  will  produce  more  worth- 
while and  comprehensive  facts  and  concepts  regarding 
health  and  disease.  at  the  medical  college  of  georgia 
Dr.  Wayne  Greenberg  of  the  Department  of  Medicine  has 
been  named  director  of  the  new  facility,  and  dr0  tltus 
huisman  of  the  departments  of  pathology  and  biochemis- 
try is  co-di  rector. 
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Dr0  Greenberg  is  an  endocrinologist  whose  main  inter- 
ests CONCERN  PITUITARY  DISORDERS,  GROWTH  HORMONE  PHYSI- 
ology, diabetes  mellitus,  and  d  i  s  o  r  d  e  r  s  of  the  thyroid 
gland.  Before  joining  the  Medical  College  of  Georgia 
faculty,  he  received  his  initial  endocrine  training  at  the 
University  of  Pittsburgh  with  Dr.  Tg  Sc  Danowski.  Later 
he  moved  to  the  metabolism  division  of  the  sloan  ketter- 
ING Institute  for  Cancer  Research  in  New  York,  where  he 
studied  the  role  of  pituitary  hormones  in  the  genesis  of 
diabetic  retinopathy  and  breast  carcinoma,  and  the  appli- 
cation of  hypophysectomy  for  the  management  of  these 
two  problems. 

dr.,  huisman,  who  will  serve  as  co-director  in  charge 
of  the  laboratory,  received  his  ph.  d0  in  biochemistry 
from  the  University  of  Utrecht.    Following  this,  he  was 

AFFILIATED   WITH  THE   DEPARTMENT   OF   PHARMACOLOGY  AT  THE 

University  of  Groningen  and  later  entered  pediatric  re- 
search AT  THE  SAME  INSTITUTION.     HE  HAS  BEEN  A  FACULTY 

member  at  the  medical  college  of  georgia  since  1959 
where  he  has  been  busily  engaged  in  the  study  of  abnormal 
hemoglobins  and  proteins. 

The  new  unit  will  consist  of  five  two-patient  rooms,

long-term  patient.  an  area  of  emphasis  will  be  the 
lounge  and  recreation  areas  where  every  effort  will  be 
made  to  keep  the  patients  busy  with  pleasurable  activi- 
ties in  order  to  minimize  the  tedium  of  lengthy  hospitali- 
zation and  a  fixed  dietary  intake.  located  on  the  ward 
will  be  a  physiologic  study  room  where  acute  studies  can 
be  performed.  the  latest  in  modern  recording  devices  and 
general  physiologic  apparatus  will  be  permanently  placed 
there  for  use  by  faculty  members.  the  selection  of  sci- 
entific equipment  has  been  such  that  most  investigators 
may  be  satisfied  in  their  needs  although  interests  and  em- 
phasis may  vary  widely, 

Adjacent  to  the  ward  will  beaspecial  diet  kitchen 
equipped  and  manned  for  research  purposes  only.  individu- 
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al  diets  will  be  prepared  for  all  patients  following  the 
precise  prescriptions  of  the  physician  investigators. 

Because  the  dietary  work  load  will  be  exacting,  the 
kitchen  has  two  professional  dieticians  for  the  ten  study 
patients0  Miss  Bonnie  Belle  McDonald  and  Miss  Elizabeth 
Ann  Gardner  will  manage  the  nutritional  aspects  of  the 
varied  projects.  Miss  McDonald  received  her  Masters  De- 
gree from  the  University  of  Tennessee  and  was  assistant 
nutritionist  in  the  same  institution  before  coming  to  the 
Medical  College  of  Georgia.  Miss  Gardner  received  her 
Masters  Degree  from  Florida  State  University  and  was 
the  chief  th  e  rap  e  ut  1  c  dietician  at  the  university  of 
Florida  Medical  School  in  Gainesville.  All  food  will  be 
carefully  prepared  according  to  the  individual  taste  of

Special  supervision  of 
all  patient  activity  is 
provided  by  nurses  as- 
signed  to  the  center. 
The  head  nurse  is  Miss

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The  unit  laboratory  will  have  as  its  chief  technician 
Miss  Frances  Livingston,  who  previously  was  head  techni- 
cian in  the  Clinical  Laboratories  of  the  Eugene  Talmadge 
Memorial  Hospital0  Miss  Livingston  received  her  Masters 
Degree  from  the  University  of  South  Carolina,,  The  unit 
laboratory  will  confine  itself  primarily  to  the  analysis 
of  urine,  stools,  and  diets.  it  will  do  only  those  deter- 
minations that  are  of  interest  to  most  investigators,  and 
therefore  has  been  termed  a  "core"  laboratory.  it  is  ex- 
pected that  the  faculty  members  conducting  clinical  in- 
vestigation on  the  unit  will  perform  their  own  specialized 
laboratory  determinations. 

After  preliminary  review  by  the  Unit  Director,  all 
research  proposals  will  be  forwarded  to  the  college's  in- 
STITUTIONAL Research  Committee  for  final  approval0  The 

EMPHASIS  WILL  BE  ON  SAFETY  FOR  THE  PATIENT  AND  FEASIBILITY 
OF  THE  PROJECT.  ONCE  A  PROJECT  IS  APPROVED,  ADMISSION  OF 
THE  PATIENT  TO  THE  UNIT  WILL  BE  AUTOMATIC,  DEPENDING  UPON 
BED  AVAILABILITY.  ALL  PATIENT  VOLUNTEERS  WILL  SIGN  A  CON- 
SENT FORM,  WORDED  SO  THAT  IT  IS  CERTAIN  THAT  THEY  UNDER- 
STAND THEIR  ROLE  AND  THE  RISKS,  IF  ANY,  THAT  MAY  BE  INVOLV- 
ED.   Thus,  it  is  hoped  patient  volunteers  will  enter  the 

UNIT  IN  THE  RIGHT  SPIRIT,  AND  THAT  THE  INVESTIGATOR  WILL 
ADMIT  HIS  PATIENT  ONLY  AFTER  A  COMPLETE  UNDERSTANDING  HAS 
BEEN  REACHED  BETWEEN  THEM  CONCERNING  THE  NATURE  OF  THE 
HOSPITALI  ZATION0 

IT  IS  ANTICIPATED  THAT  SUPPORT  OF  THIS  PROGRAM  WILL 
EXTEND  FOR  FIVE  TO  SEVEN  YEARSe  THE  PERMANENCE  OF  SUCH  AN 
EXPENSIVE  PROGRAM  DEPENDS  ON  ITS  PRODUCTIVITY,  NOT  IN  ANY

It  has  been  some  two  and  a  half  years  since  the  idea 
of  a  Medical  College  Urban  Renewal  Project  was  first 
discussed.  Much  has  been  done  to  facilitate  fruition  of 
the  program. 

Ultimate  conclusion  of  the  project  still  is  dependent 
on  several  factors:  recerti  f i  cat  ion  of  the  clty  of  augusta 
as  local  project  agency  (lpa);  approval  by  the  housing 
and  Home  Finance  Agency  of  the  colleger  Urban  Renewal 
proposal;  provision  of  federal  funds  following  acceptance 
of  the  plan;  acquisition  of  project  property  by  the  city; 
and  purchase  of  the  property  from  the  city  by  the  college. 

Among  the  essential  steps  that  already  have  been 
taken  has  been  a  so-called  "feasibility  conference",  dur- 
ing which  representatives  of  the  hhfa,  and  officials  of 
the  city  and  college  discussed  the  practicability  of  all 


aspects  of  the  program,  this  meeting  took  place  in  at- 
lanta during  the  latter  part  of  december,  1961.

The  trustees  discussed  a  proposal  that  the  Founda- 
tion and  Alumni  Association  jointly  sponsor  an  annual  A- 
lumni  Day  Program  on  the  campus  of  the  medical  college.

FOR  THE  INFORMATION  OF  NEW  FOUNDATION  MEMBERS  AS  WELL  AS 
ALL  ALUMNI  OF  THE  COLLEGE,  THE  FOLLOWING  EXTRACTS  ARE  IN- 
CLUDED IN  THIS  ISSUE  OF  THE  NEWS,  FOLLOWED  BY  A  REPRINT 
OF  THE  BY-LAWS. 

TTTHE  PURPOSE  AND  OBJECT  OF  THE  CORPORATION  IS  THE  ES- 
TABLISHMENT OF  A  SCIENTIFIC  AND  EDUCATIONAL  FOUNDATION  BY 
THE  ACQUISITION  AND  HOLDING  OF  PROPERTY  AND  MONEY  WHICH,

a.    to  receive  money  and  property  by  gift,  bequest, 

DEVISE,  CONVEYANCE  IN  TRUST  OR  OTHERWISE,  PROVIDED  THAT 
NO  MONEY  OR  PROPERTY  SHALL  BE  RECEIVED  BY  THE  CORPORATION 
IN  TRUST  TO  ANY  USES  AND  P  U  R  P  O  S  E  S  NOT  INCLUDED  AMONG 
THOSE  FOR  WHICH  THE  CORPORATION  IS  ORGANIZED. 

B.  TO  SPEND,  INVEST  AND  REINVEST  ALL  SUCH  MONEY,  OR 
ANY  PORTION  THEREOF,  AND  THE  INCOME  THEREFROM  AND  FROM 
THE  INVESTMENT  THEREOF,  ALL  AS  SHALL  BE  DETERMINED  BY  THE 
SAID  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES;  AND  THERE  SHALL  BE  NO  RESTRIC- 
TION ON  THE  INVESTMENT  OF  SUCH  MONEY  TO  THOSE  SECURITIES

Article  1 
MEMBERSHIP

YEAR,  COMMENCING  IN  1956,  AND  SUCH  MEMBERSHIP  SHALL  CON- 
TINUE SO  LONG  AS  SUCH  ANNUAL  CONTRIBUTION  IS  MADE.  MEM- 
BERSHIP SHALL  AUTOMATICALLY  CEASE  WHENEVER  THE  CONTRIBU- 
TION IS  NOT  MADE  AS  HEREIN  PROVIDED  UNLESS  A  MEMBER  HAS 
QUALIFIED  FOR  LIFE  MEMBERSHIP  UNDER  SECTION  2,  ARTICLE  1. 

SECTION  2.    Life  membership  in  the  corporation  may 

BE  OBTAINED  BY  ANY  PERSON  QUALIFIED  TO  BE  A  MEMBER  OF  THE 
CORPORATION  AS  PROVIDED  IN  THE  CHARTER  THEREOF  BY  AN  INITI- 
AL CONTRIBUTION  OF  FIVE  HUNDRED  ($500)  DOLLARS  OR  BY  AC- 
CUMULATED CONTRIBUTIONS  OF  ONE  THOUSAND  ($  1  000)  DOLLARS0 

Article  II 
OFFICERS 

SECTION  1.  The  officers  of  the  corporation  shall  be 
a  president,  a  First  Vice  President,  a  Second  Vice  Pres- 
ident, a  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer.  The  last  two  offi- 
ces MAY  BE  HELD  BY  ONE  PERSON. 

SECTION  2.  The  officers  shall  be  elected  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  from  among  their  number  annually  at 
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THE  FIRST  MEETING  OF  SUCH  BOARD  HELD  AFTER  THE  ANNUAL 
MEETING  OF  THE  MEMBERSHIP,  PROVIDED  THAT  PRO  TEMPORE 
OFFICERS  SHALL  BE  ELECTED  AT  THE  MEETING  AT  WHICH  THESE 
BY-LAWS  ARE  ADOPTED,  WHO  SHALL  SERVE  UNTIL  THE  FIRST

MEETING  OF  THE  MEMBERSHIP  IN  MAY,  1955. 

SECTION  3.  The  powers  and  duties  of  the  officers

MEMBER  SHALL  BE  ELIGIBLE  TO  SUCCEED  HIMSELF  IMMEDIATELY 
UPON  SUCH  BOARD  FOR  ONE  TERM  ONLY. 

SECTION  20  Should  any  member  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees DIE,    RESIGN  OR   BECOME   INCAPABLE   OF  SERVING  ON  SUCH 

Board,  which  latter  circumstances  shall  be  determined 
by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  remaining  members  of  the  board 
of  Trustees,  the  vacancy  created  thereby  shall  be  filled 
for  the  unexpired  portion  o  f  his  term  b  y  the  remaining 
members  of  the  board  of  trustees  at  a  meeting  called 
for  that  purpose. 

SECTION  3.  The  election  of  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  members  shall 
be  from  among  nominees  presented  at  such  meeting  by  the 
Nominating  Committee  hereinafter  provided  for  and  among 
nominations  from  the  floor,  if  any*,  a  majority  vote  of  all 
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THOSE  PRESENT,  IN  PERSON  OR  BY  PROXY,  AT  SUCH  MEETING  BE- 
ING REQUIRED  TO  ELECT  SUCH  MEMBER  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUS- 
TEES. 

SECTION  4.  Not  less  than  thirty  days  immediately 
preceding  the  annual  meeting  of  the  members,  the  board 
of  Trustees  shall  appoint  a  Nomination  Committee  of  five 

(5)   MEMBERS  WHO  SHALL  NOT   BE  TRUSTEES,    WHICH  NOMINATING 

Committee,  acting  on  a  majority  vote  thereof,  shall  pre- 
sent IN  NOMINATION  AT  THE  NEXT  ANNUAL  MEETING  OF  THE  MEM- 
BERS THE  NAMES  OF  ONE  OR  MORE  PERSONS  TO  BE  VOTED  ON  TO 
FILL  THE  POSITION  ON  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  EXPIRING  THAT 
YEAR. 

SECTION  50  The  adoption  of  all  motions  and  resolu- 
tions by  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  by  not  less  than 
a  majority  vote  of  those  present  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Board  at  which  such  actions  is  taken. 

SECTION  60  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  auth- 
orized TO  employ,  for  such  compensation  as  it  may  deter- 
mine, an  Assistant  Secretary  and  an  Assistant  Treasurer 
and  delegate  to  such  assistant  secretary  and  to  such  as- 
SISTANT Treasurer  any  powers  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 

THAT  ARE  OF  A  NON-POLICY-MAKING  NATURE. 

SECTION  7.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  make  a  re- 
port TO  THE  MEMBERSHIP  EACH  YEAR  AT  THE  ANNUAL  MEETING  OF 
THE  MEMBERSHIP,  AND  UPON  A  TWO-THIRDS  VOTE  OF  THOSE  PRE- 
SENT, IN  PERSON  OR  BY  PROXY,  AT  SUCH  ANNUAL  MEETING,  ANY 
POLICY  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES,  AS  REFLECTED  IN  SUCH  RE- 
PORT, MAY  BE  CHANGED  AND  THEREAFTER  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUS- 
TEES SHALL  ADHERE  TO  SUCH  POLICY  AS  SHALL  BE  DIRECTED  BY  A 
RESOLUTION  ADOPTED  BY  A  TWO-THIRDS  VOTE  OF  THOSE  PRESENT, 
IN  PERSON  OR  BY  PROXY,  AT  SAID  ANNUAL  MEETING  OF  THE  MEM- 
BERS. 

SECTION  8.  Any  and  all  powers  of  the  corporation 
not  specifically  delegated  herein  are  hereby  delegated  to 
the  Board  of  Trustees. 
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Article  IV 
COMMITTEES 


SECTION  !.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees  from  time  to  time,  in  their  uncontrolled  dis- 
cretion, temporary  OR  STANDING  COMMITTEES  TO  BE  COMPOSED 
EITHER  OF  MEMBERS  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  OR  BY  MEMBERS 
OF  THE  CORPORATION  WHO  ARE  NOT  TRUSTEES,  OR  OF  BOTH,  AND 
TO  SUCH  COMMITTEES  THERE  SHALL  BE  DELEGATED  ANY  SUCH 
SPECIAL  AND  SPECIFIC  POWERS  AS  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES 
SHALL  DESIGNATE. 

SECTION  2.    There  shall  be  a  permanent  standing 

COMMITTEE  TO  BE  KNOWN  AS  THE  ADVISORY  INVESTMENT  COM- 
MITTEE, TO  BE  APPOINTED  ANNUALLY  BY  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUS- 
TEES, WHO  SHALL  ALSO  FILL  INTERIM  VACANCIES.  SUCH  COM- 
MITTEE SHALL  BE  COMPOSED  OF  THREE  BUSINESSMEN,  WHO  SHALL 
BE  PERSONS  WHO  ARE  NOT  MEMBERS  OF  THE  CORPORATION  AND 
TWO  OF  WHOM,  AT  THE  TIME  OF  THEIR  APPOINTMENT,  SHALL  BE 
DEALERS  IN  INVESTMENT  SECURITIES.  THE  DUTIES  OF  SUCH  COM- 
MITTEE SHALL  BE  ADVISORY  IN  THE  MATTER  OF  INVESTMENT  OF 
FUNDS  BY  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES,  AND  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUS- 
TEES SHALL  MAKE  NO  INVESTMENT  OR  REINVESTMENT  OF  FUNDS 
HELD  BY  THE  CORPORATION  OR  EXCHANGE  ANY  SECURITIES  EX- 
CEPT WITH   THE  APPROVAL   OF  AT   LEAST   TWO   MEMBERS  OF  THE 

Advisory  Investment  Committee;  PROVIDED,  HOWEVER, 

THAT  IT  SHALL  NOT  BE  NECESSARY  THAT  EVIDENCE  OF  SUCH  AP- 
PROVAL BE  SUBMITTED  TO  ANY  PURCHASER  OR  STOCK  TRANSFER 
AGENT  OR  CORPORATION  IN  ORDER  TO  CONSUMMATE  THE  SALE, 
PURCHASE  OR  EXCHANGE  OF  SECURITIES. 

Article  V 
MEETINGS 

SECTION  I.  An  Annual  meeting  of  the  members  shall 
be  held  on  one  of  the  days  of  the  annual  convocation  of 
the  Medical  Association  of  Georgia  in  the  Spring  of  each 
year,  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  designated  by  the 
President,  notice  in  writing  of  which  meeting  shall  be 
mailed  by  the  secretary  to  each  member  at  his  last  known 
address  not  less  than  ten  days  prior  thereto-,  provided 
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that  the  first  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  in  augusta, 
Georgia,  on  May  2,  1955,  at  such  hour  and  place  as  the 
president  shall  designate. 

SECTION  2.  Special  meetings  of  the  members  may  be 
held  at  any  time  by  call  of  the  president  on  his  own  mo- 
tion or  upon  the  request  of  three  members  of  the  board  of 
Trustees  or  upon  the  request  of  ten  members,  and  in  each 
case  the  purpose  of  such  special  meeting  shall  be  set 
forth  in  the  call  or  in  the  request,  and  notice  of  such 

MEETING,    SETTING   FOR   THE   PURPOSE  THEREOF,    TOGETHER  WITH 

the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting,  shall  be  mailed  by  the 
Secretary  to  each  member  at  his  last  known  address  not 
less  than  ten  days  prior  to  the  meeting,  and  no  matter 
shall  be  acted  upon  at  any  special  meeting  other  than  that 
designated  in  the  call  thereof. 

section  30  a  proxy  in  writing  signed  by  a  member 
will  be  valid  at  all  meetings  of  the  members  for  the  pur- 
pose of  voting  and  record  attendance. 

SECTION  4.    At  all  meetings  of  the  members,  ten 

PERCENT  OF  THE  MEMBERSHIP,  BUT  NOT  LESS  THAN  TEN  MEM- 
BERS, PRESENT  IN  PERSON  OR  BY  PROXY  SHALL  CONSTITUTE  A 
A  QUORUM. 

SECTION  5.  Meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 

SHALL  BE  HELD  UPON  CALL  OF  THE  PRESIDENT  OR  UPON  THE  CALL 
OF  TWO  MEMBERS  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES,  AND  NOTICE  OF 
THE  TIME  AND  PLACE  OF  SUCH  MEETING  SHALL  BE  GIVEN  TO  EACH 
MEMBER  OF  THE  BOARD  NOT  LESS  THAN  THREE  DAYS  PRIOR  TO  THE 
TIME  OF  HOLDING  SUCH  MEETING,  WHICH  NOTICE  MAY  BE  GIVEN 
ORALLY  OR  IN  WRITING. 

SECTION  6.  Meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
shall  be  held  at  such  place  in  the  medical  college  of 
Georgia,  Augusta,  Georgia,  as  shall  be  designated  by  the 
President  provided  that,  upon  unanimous  consent,  such 
meetings  may  be  held  at  any  place,  either  within  or  with- 
OUT the  State  of  Georgia. 
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SECTION  70    Three  shall  constitute  a  quorum  at  all 

MEETINGS  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES. 

SECTION  80  At  all  meetings  of  the  members  and  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  Robert's  Rules  of  Order,  Revised 
Edition,  shall  control  all  parliamentary  proceedings.

SECTION  I.  The  corporation  shall  have  a  corporate 
seal  which  shall  consistof  two  concentric  circles.  wlth- 
i  n  the  outer  and  inner  circle  shall  appear  the  words

the  center  there  shall  be  a  design  showing  an  open  book,

Article  VII 
FIDELITY  BONDS 

SECTION  1.   Every  person,  whether  an  officer  of  the

AMENDMENTS 

SECTION  1.    These  by-laws  may  be  amended  at  any

FOR  THAT  PURPOSE  THOUGH  IT  NEED  NOT  BE  CALLED  FOR  THAT
